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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed 05/25/06 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each 
non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other 
information or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 9-1 1 and 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Schwartz et al. [Schwartz hereinafter, US 6,534,733]. 

In regard to claim 9, Schwartz teaches in [Figs. 15 and 16] a switch module 
comprising: a bearing housing [448,436] with first receiving openings [436] having 
polygonal sections; a control lever [20] pivotably disposed in the bearing housing via 
two opposite, freely projecting first bearing pins [478] disposed in the first receiving 
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openings; and means [95] for urging the control lever and the first bearing pins towards 
corners of the first receiving openings. 

In regard to claim 10, Schwartz teaches in [Fig. 3D] that the bearing housing is a 
bearing block having two second bearing pins [452,444] whose axes extend orthogonal 
to an axis of the first receiving openings. 

In regard to claim 11, Schwartz teaches in [Fig. 3D] that a module housing [410] 
having two second receiving openings defined by polygonal sections and accepting the 
second bearing pins of the bearing block. 

In regard to claim 13, Schwartz teaches in [Fig. 15] that the urging means 
comprise a contact piece guidance disposed opposite the control lever relative to the 
first bearing pins and supported on a wall of a module housing. 

In regard to claims 14 and 15, Schwartz teaches in [Fig. 15] that the second 
receiving openings are substantially triangular. 

In regard to claim 16, Schwartz teaches in [Fig. 15] that the urging means 
comprise a spring [95]. 

In regard to claim 17, Schwartz teaches in [Fig. 15] that the control lever is urged 
towards an operating end thereof facing a user.
